First of all a hospital should be.a 
place for the treatment and cure of the 
sick; but it should also be a place for 
the teaching, under expert direction, of 
medicine and surgery. 

Last of all it should serve as a center 
for research into the nature of various 
baffling diseases and for the discovery of

that is the triple ideal towards 
which great hospitals all over the world 
are working. In aiming at this goal the 
Presbyterian hospital, over on the west 
side, is fortunate in the possession of a 
great and well equipped plant, in the fact 
that for twenty-five years Rush Medical 
college has been affiliated with it, and, 
particularly, in that comparatively re- 
cently several well endowed research in- 
stitutes have been established in connec- 
tion with it. 

It will probably surprise most people 
to learn that under the direction of the 
Memorial Institute for Contagious Dis- 
eases and of the O. %. A. Sprague foun- 
dation for medical research more than 
twenty scientists are devoting practical- 
ly all their lives to the study of various 
diseases with the idea and hope of find- 
ing how they may be prevented and cured.

ITH funds given to the Memorial 

institute, the Annie Durand Me- 
morial hospital, a finely equipped institu- 
tion of fifty beds, has been built and 
Was opened about a year ago for the free 
care and study of patients suffering from 
contagious and infectious diseases. An 
eddition to this hospital has just been com- 
pleted. 

Out near Lombard a farm is main- 
tained, stocked with horses and other 
animals, where curative serums and vac 
ines are prepared under scientific direc- 
tion and sold to the public through regu- 
tar channels of trade at prices which hardly 

- Gover the cost of production. 
The results already achieved by the 
 fesearch workers, in codperation with the 
Medical staff of the hospital, are, if not

Mrs. Wood Comments, 

»" We have accounted for every cent we 
have received,” said Mrs. Wood. “ We give 
our time and energy. We have stood by the 
patients through thick and thin. We do 
not dabble in public affairs. We attend 
strictly to our own business of getting the 
patients the best nursing service obtain- 
able. 

“Yet the state’s attorney in his legal 
opinion says we made a profit last year of 
$10,000. We are not organized for profit, 
and if we are making a profit I suppose we 
are violating the law. The fact is, we have 
been unable to make our annual contract 
with the county until after the annual ap- 
propriation bill is passed. The result is 
that we have done two or three months’ 
work before we get any money. 

“Last year we were forced to borrow 
$18,200, and the members of the board of 
managers had to be personally responsible 
for the loans. 

Saved $10,000 Last Year. 

“ We decided we would be extremely eco- 
nomical, and we saved $10,000 last year to 
run us this year until the county began 
paying its bills after the appropriation was 
passed. Against that $10,000, however, we 
had outstanding liavilities of more than 
$7,000, so we really were not $10,000 ahead. 

“Mr. Hoyne in his opinion says we oper- 
ate our school ‘along very generous and 
rather expensive lines." The food is pur- 
chased, delivered, prepared, cooked, and 
served to the nurses at an average cost of 
$9.27 a month.” 

“ That is considerable less than Mr. Hoyne 
pays for his star witnesses,"’ interposed 
President McCormick. “And the nurses 
get no automobile rides, cigars, cigarets, 
drinks, and other Juxuries.” 

“We have an endowment fund, or rather 
we had—of $90,000,"" continued Mrs. Wood. 
“That is invested in buildings and plant,

this afternoon and denounced the adminis- 
tration’s Mexican policy. These men tomor- 
row morning will call on Secretary of State 
Bryan and lay their grievances before him. 
‘Secretary Daniels informed his callers they 


| ought to be happy they got off with their 


lives. He said they had gone to Mexico to 
get big profits and they shouldn't expect the 
United States to look after theim if they 
didn’t stay at home. 

They told Secretary Daniels if that was the 
view of the Washington administration they 
were ashamed of their American citizenship. 

Furthermore, the delegation accused Rear 
Admiral Mayo of cowardice because he 
steamed out of Tampico and left them to the 
mercy of the Mexicans after this country had 
ordered the seizure of Vera Crus. 

Secretary Daniels told them they didn’t 
know what they were talking about; if Rear 
Admiral Mayo hadn't steamed away they 
would all be dead; and if Tampico had been 
seized many more would have been killed 
also. 


Why British Ship Was Used. 

Late at night the secretary, in formal reply 
to the protest, made a statement which 
threw new light on some of the circum- 
stances that have guided the department in 
its actions and announced that Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo refrained from sending his ships 
#,to the river at Tampico to bring out Amer- 
icans only upon the urgent request of the 
British naval commander there who asked 
that for the sake of all foreigners he be al- 
lowed to take out the Americans. 

The American vessels were withdrawn 
from Tampico in the first place, the secretary 
said, because it was thought their presence 
at Vera Crus would/be essential. Later, he 
explained, it would not have been possibile 
for Admiral Mayo te go into the river with 
his ships to reacue refugees. | 


Feared Reprisal on Americans. 

“Even had it been possible, however,”’ 
continues the statement, “ under cover of the 
guns of the ships available, to have brought 
these refugees in the city of Tampico itself 
safely on board, word of aggressive action 
by the Americans would have spread to the 
surrounding country far swifter thaa any 
relief expedition could have traveled to their 
rescue, and it is almost certain that reprisals 
on American citizens would have followed 
and lives would have been lost. 

“So clear was this that the captain of the 
British man of war earnestly advised Rear 
Admiral Mayo not to send any ships back 
to Tampico, basing his recommendation on 
his judgment that it would be precarious 
and that it would only reeult in the loss of 
life. 

“ So earnest was the British captain and 
so confident of this that he offered to under- 
take the work of collecting all of the refugees 
and taking them out to our ships if we would 
only refrain from further arousing resent- 
ment, which was nearly at white heat at 
that time, by sending our ships up the river. 


Gives Report from Mayo. 

“ This was reported by Admiral Mayo as 
follows under date of April 23: 

“* Arranged as last resort te go in this 
morning to bring out Americans. Felt al- 
most sure such action would precipitate hos 
tilities. British captain, whom I informed of 
my purpose, requested me for the sake ofall 
foreigners not to come in, but that he would 
send out Americans, to which I agreed.’ 

“As has been said before, the fact that 
our citizens, and the foreigners hooking to us 
for protection were getting out in safety, is 
the best answer to any question as to the 
judgment shown in this procedure. So much 
for the remaining outside of our ships and 
the reason why the Americans were carried 
on the British ship from Tampico to our own 
squadron. 

‘*In the present situation it does not seem 
safe to assume the responsibility of sending 
not only men but helpless women and chil- 
dren deliberately back into a danger from 
which they have just been rescued. What 
excuse could the secretary of the navy give 
to the American people if by his orders 
American citizens are carried back to meet 
death later owing to the chaotic conditions 
which must result from war now waging 
between the Federals and Constitutional- 
ists?” 

Call First to See Bryan. 

The group of callers on Secretary Daniels, 
whose protest brought forth the foregoing 
statement, included W. L. Lucas, spokes- 
man for the refugees; J. B. Wood, H. W. 
Dixon, H. G. Kerren, L. M. Fouts, W. M. 
Hanson, and Dr. W. M. Turner. 

They arrived in Washington today and im- 
mediately called at the state department to 
gee Secretary Bryan. He declined to re- 
ceive them, but finally arranged for an ap- 
pointment tomorrow morning. From the 
state department they went to the navy de- 
partment, where Secretary Daniels saw them 
immediately. 


Put in Bad Predicament, 
Mr. Lucas told the secretary the American 
business men at Tampico had been ordered 
out of the city with no time to dispose of 
their goods or wares; that they were given no 
protection at all; that Rear Admiral Mayo, 
after having full control of affairs, with two 
of his warships close to the city, their guns 
turned on it, steamed away; that they were 
left to the mercies of the Mexican mob, which 
was infuriated when the news of Vera Cruz's 
seizure reached Tampico; and that only 
through the efforts of the British and Ger- 

man naval officers were they saved.

This conference determined upon various 
preparatory measures in Mexico, including 
the reénforcement of Gen. Funston. 

Participating in the conferénce were Sec- 
retary Garrison, Assistant Secretary Breck- 
enridge, Gens. Wotherspoon and Scott, chigf 
of staff and assistant chief of staff, respect- 


said Gen. Funston had transmitted some in- 
formation which refugees had brought from 
Mexico City as to conditions in the Mexican 
capital. The secretary declined to comment 
upon them. He said, however, that no ag- 
gressive movement of any kind by the Amer- 
ican forces was ordered. 

It was understood that the refugees from 
Mexico City had informed Gen. Funston of 
the critical aspect of affairs in the Huerta 
régime, that collapse might be expected mo- 
mentarily and that conditions of anarchy 
might ensue. 

Wants Army Fully Equipped. 

The purpose of Gen. Funston in making — 
known these reports to the war department 
was believed to be to advise the Washing- 
ton administration of the possibilities that — 
might develop from a fall of Huerta in order — 
that if the American army is compelled to 
rescue foreigners or restore order it may be 
fully equipped for such an expedition. 

Though not officially stated, it is known 
that the high officials of the war department 
are anxious to place at Vera Cruz or on trans- 
ports within striking distance a large enough 
force—perhaps 50,000 or 60,000 men—to make 
up an expedition to Mexico City if it becomes 
necessary. 

Big Force Will Be Needed. 

Officials of the war department are known 
to believe that if an advance on Mexico City 
ie ordered it will be necessary to guard 
every mile of the railroad as the army moves 
forward and that a large force would show 
the natives the futility of resistance, where- 
as a division of 15,000 men might be sub- 
ject to several attacks along the route with 
possibly heavy losses.

William <A. Loehrl, first class gunner 
aboard the United States dreadnought Utah 
siationed at Vera Cruz, has some ideas of his 
own about the war or near war with Mex- 
ico. He promuigates them, along with some 
details that have escaped the attention— 
or the imagination—of the war correspond- 
ents, in a letter written on April 25 on board 
the Utah, which was received yesterday by 
his father, Charlies Loehrl of 2031 Grace 
street. The letter follows: 

** Dear Father, Mother, and Brother—We 
certainly are having the time of our lives 
down here. War? Well, I guesa. I sup- 
pose the Chicago papers are full of news 
by this time. If they are not they are dead. 
Monday morning we packed our knapsacks 
and put in all the requirements for battle. 
Things got worse Monday afternoon. Got 
the ship under way for patrol, forming a 
blockade at the entrance of Vera Cruz. 


Looking for German Liner. 

“We were looking for the German Ypi- 
ranga, belonging to the Hamburg-American 
line. We failed to find her. She came in at 
3 p. m. Monday afternoon. She had been 
delayed. Weill, we stopped her and went 
aboard and took off all the ammunition and 
rifles consigned for the Mexican govern- 
ment. 

“At 8:30 p. m. we received a wireless 
from Washington to land the bluejackets 
and marines. It took about half an hour 
for us to land and get tothe beach. When 
we did; good-night. : 

“ We more than got peppered by the Mexi- 
cans. All those beasts are good for is pot 
shooting. By pot shooting is meant climb- 
ing up high buildings and then firing down 
on us out of windows. We no sooner had 
our battaHon together than we started in. 


Tells of Comrade’s Death. 
“It did not take long when—bang—down 
goes one of our fellows with a bullet clear 
through hishead. Death was instantaneous. 
That worked us fellows up to a savage mood. 
Kill? Right and left. We put the field guns 
in the middle of the streets and let fy. We 
head mercy on nobody, which was proper. 
Nobody showed a bit of cowardice. 
‘* Murder and plunder was all we wanted, 
and we more than gave it to them. For 
every one of our fellows killed we shot down 
like dogs about ten Mexicans. It wasrather 
hard for me to kill at the start, but when the 
fellow next to me was shot through the 
chest I became as savage as the rest. The 
fellow that was shot next to me let out a 
piercing cry and died in about thirty sec- 
onds. 
“At 10 p. m. we brought back our dead 
and wounded. There were three dead and 
sevemteen wounded from this ship. 
“The Utah and the Florida were the only 
ships here when we landed. Now half of 
the United States navy is here. We have 
6,000 men ashore and expect to have 21,000 
there by Sunday afternoon. 
“Firing ceased at about 10:15 p. m. on 
Tuesday. We had about 150 prisoners, of 
which we court-martialed about eighty und 
shot them the same night. That’sbiz. Show 
no mercy is our policy now.

Value of Aero Bomb Problematical. 

Lieut. Kirtland said the value of an aero- 
plane bomb in battle was problematical and 
that the ability of an aviator to kill a dozen 
men would not count for much unless he 
could pick out a commanding officer. The 
North island command now is engaged in 
bomb practice under the tutorship of Expert 
Riley, who recently dropped a bomb upon a 
seventeen inch target from a height of 1,200 
feet. 

Commander Cleland Davis, U. S. N, is the 
inventor of a nonrecoil gun for aeroplanes 
which he believes will revolutionize warfare. 
‘The commander expects more from aero- 
plane guns than he does from aerial bombs.

CLIMB ROPE TO THE ROOF. 


Open City Hall Skylight and Stairway 
Lead to Liberty. 


Fourteen prisoners sat in the “ bullpen™ 
adjoining Judge Charles H. Bowles’ court, 
room 1108 City, hall, late yesterday after- 
noon. In a few minutes the bailiffs were 
coming to send them away to jail. 

One of the men yawned, lighted a cigaret, 
and squinted at the window, six feet above 
the floor. Out on the,cornice ledge more 
than 150 feet above the street an assertive 
loop pigeon and his mate were strutting and 
cooing. From the street below came the faint 
rumbling of the heavy traffic of home bound 
crowds. Outside was freedom, 

“ Bill, see that window?” 

‘“‘ And see that radiator?” 


Climb Out Into Ledge. 

While the street cars jangled and the 
crowds scurried in the street below three of 
the prisoners climbed up through the win- 
dow and out on the narrow ledge. 
They peered over the dizzy height and up 
and down the ledge. A few early lights 
shone from windows in the Hotel Sherman 
across in Randolph street and down the 
block. They chose the other route. Single 
file and with gingerly steps they scurried 

ong the ledge, hugging the wall. Hereand 
=n they paused by windows looking out 
on the ledge for a possible exit. A hundred 
feet from their point of escape they turned 
the corner on the ledge, and then over- 
looked La Salle street for a block. 


Leads Way Around Corner. 

The cool headed man in front led the way 
around the next corner on to the Washington 
street side of the building. 

The three crept along the wall and came to 
the open window of Judge Mahoney’s court, 
in room 1123. A janitor saw them pass. 

“No chance there, we'll have to make the 
county building side,’’ said one of the three. 
A rope dangled from the flagstaff and tossed 
a raveled end just within reach from the 
ledge on which they stood. The leader 
grabbed for it on tiptoe, caught it, and 
swung up. His companions followed. They 
were on the roof. An open skylight was 
there and eleven flights of stairs down the 
inside of the building showed the wey to 


liberty.

Daughter of William Keith 
Tells How Father Muttered 
Threat with Eyes Closed. 


WALKED LOG IN SLEEP. 


Defendant’s Brother and Father 
Relate Somnambulatory Ex- 
periences of Slayer. 


A score of the lesser somnambulatory ad- 
ventuges of William Keith, “dream mur- 
derer,”” were introduced in testimony in 
Judge Walker's court yesterday to prepare 
the jury for serious consideration of the 
theory that Keith, when he shot and killed 
Walter Paul last October, was asleep. 

Keith probably will take the stand today 
and tell what he remembers of the “ dream "’ 
from which he says he was awakened by the 
report of the shot that killed Paul. 

The chief witness yesterday was the de- 
fendant’s 16 year old daughter, Thelma 
Keith. She aided the defense by telling of 
her mother’s alleged intimacy with Paul, a 
butcher's clerk, and swore he twice tried 
to reach a similar degree of intimacy with 
her.

Girl Talks in Low Tone. 

The girl, blonde and pretty, taiked in a 
tone so low that the jurors had difficulty in 
following her testimony. 
“I have been living for the last few 
months with my grandfather, John M. Keith, 
who has a farm at Henager, Ala.,’’ she be- 
gan. ‘‘ When I lived in West Chicago ave- 
nue with my mother and father, Paul used 
to call at our house to take orders for meats. 
The first time he called was in the winter 
of 1913. 
“Daddy always had been kind to mother, 
but about three weeks before he shot Paul 
he changed. He seemed to be suspicious of 
her, and was sad. 
“On the night of Oct. 14 I woke up and 
saw daddy standing at the foot of my bed. 
His eyes were closed. 
“* You have ruined my little daughter, you 
dog,’ he was muttering. 


Tells of Asking About Men. 
“The next night he asked mother about 
eight or nine men. She asked him what 
was the matter. 
‘“** Matter enough to send a man to heil,’ 
he said. ‘You have betrayed me.’ 
‘* She told him about every one except Paul. 

I mentioned his name, and mother said she 
had kept quiet about him because she was 
trying to protect me. Father seemed to 
crumple up then, but I told him I had fright- 
ened the butcher away by threatening to 
scratch his eyes out.”’ 
Miss Keith related a number of her father’s 
sleep walking feats. Once, she said, he bullt 
a bonfire in the house while asleep. At other 
times he was found, in the middle of the 
night, washing mason jars and marking fig- 
ures On a table. In each case there had 
been something in the family conversation 
the night before to prompt his actions.

In effect this body supersedes the special 
committee on vice which during the life of the 
last council was presided over by Ald. John 
R. Emerson. No action toward prolonging 
the special committee's existence has been 
taken and the questions it had under consid- 
eration were transferred to the health com- 
mittee by a resolution introduced by Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam. 


Committee’s Scope Enlarged. 


The health committee, headed by Ald. Wi1- 
lis O. Nance, last year got a finger into sev- 
eral important matters which, while not 
recognized by council custom as health sub- 
jects, bore upon health topics sufficiently to 
offer an excuse for it to stir up beneficial 
action. Among these were the garbage prob- 
lem, the Maxwell street market investiga- 
tion, and the quack advertising campaign. 
There was some surprise among the com- 
mittee members when they found what they 
had hold of. So far as is remembered, it 
was the first time official Chicago had taken 
up the social evil as a health problem, but 
Ald. Merriam and Chairman Nance pre- 
vented any stage fright. The former out- 
lined the steps by which the subject was 
brought before the committee.

“The benefit of recommendations of the 
vice commission, of which Dean Sumner was 
Chairman,” said Ald. Merriam, “ should not 
be iost. I believe Dean Sumner and the other 
mien who formulated them should be called 
in here to discuss them and that other or- 
ganizations deeply interested in the subject— 
such as the committee of fifteen, should be 
invited in.

SEEKS TO RESTRAIN UNION. 


Manufacturer Claims Organization 
Called Five Strikes in Factory, One 
Being Settled by Paying Agent. 


Harry Bernstein, a cloak manufacturer at 
1247 Milwaukee avenue, is a much abused 
man, according to his petition filed in the 
Circuit court yesterday. He objects to in- 
terference of the Chicago cloakmakers’ unlon 
local No. 44, and asks a restraining order. 

The petition cites five strikes called by the 
union on his place, three of them since July. 
When business was bad, Bernstein declared, 
the union called a strike because he was uwn- 
able to keep the entire number of employés 
on the pay roll. Finally, the bill asserts that 
a strike was calied off when he paid the busi- 
ness agent $25. 

When another strike was called, accord- 
ing to the bill, Bernstein's employés offered 
to remain at work if he paid $200 and pro- 
vided police protection against the union 
men. 

Bernstein declares that in spite of police 
protection, several of his employés have 
been assaulted.

Telephone League Demand 
Seizure of System. 


CONDEMN SALE PROJBCT. 


Old Question of Whether Com- 
pany Has 20,000 Subserib- 
ers Bobs Up. 


Representatives of the Penny Telephone 
league yesterday descended upon the city 
council committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light. They broke up the program of the 
meeting and put on one of their own, which 
consisted of a demand for municipal seizure 
and operation of the automatic telephone 
system and condemnation of the proposed 
absorption by the Bell company. 

Chairman Sitts, in presenting the request 
of the visitors for a hearing said he had not 
been told their subject, but in less than a 
minute a procession of seven speakers was in 
possession of the floor. Their demand was 
for an investigation whether the automatic 
company’s franchise was nullified by a fail- 
ure to obtain and hold 20,000 bona fide sub- 
scribers. Hitched to this were the other 
phases of the argument. 


One Sensational Number. 

The most sensational number on the unex- 
pected program was the attack by Horace B. 
Wild, widely known in local aviation circles 
upon the request for council approval to a 
sale of the automatic company to the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph company for 
$6,300,000. He repeatedly used the word 
“ crooked “ in describing the deal, and en- 
gaged in a couple of tilts with State Senator 
Samuel A. Ettelson, attorney for the owners 
of the automatic. 

“IT am surprised that a representative of 
the people in the guise of a senator,'’ was one 
of Wild’s outbursts, “‘ should appear here 
trying to railroad through such a crooked 
deal as this.” 

The legislator took all the expressions of 
this sort calmly. 


Subscribers Less than 20,000? 

Morton L. Johnson,a telephone engineer, 
John C. Kennedy, a Socialist, Edward DB. 
Blake of the Cook county Prohibition com- 
mittee, and H. F. Porter, a member of the 
Progressive club, were the speakers who 
averred the company did not have 20,000 
bona fide subscribers. 

The only action taken was that of ordering 
copies of the report.of Commissioner Ray 
Palmer on the subacriber count prepared tor 
the five new members of the committee and 
of setting May 21 as the date for a special 
hearing on the subject.

day.

LélMan Stevens,who has lived many years on a 
small island in the Calumet river at One Hundred 
and Tenth street, was adjudged insane yesterday 
and committed to the Chicago state hospital. The 
woman has frequently fired guns at boatmen in 
the river. 


Suggests Dormitory or Establishment 
in Loop Later. 


Supt. Ella Flagg Young yesterday ruled 
against the proposed establishment of a 
gecond normal school on the northwest side. 
The matter had been brought before the 
school management and turned over to Mrs. 
Young for a report. 

Mrs. Young asserted in her report that the 
board would be dissipating its funds in es- 


tablishing another normal school. She said 


the present normal college can accommodate 
100 more pupils without incurring any more 
expense. She said that with the money avail- 
able in the board's treasury, two schools 
would mean that both would be inadequately 
equipped both as regards faculty and ac- 
commodations. 


Mrs. Young Has Two Plans. 

Mrs. Young presented two plans to over- 
come the objection to the present plan of one 
normal school which caused eight woman's 
clubs on the northwest side to petition fora 
second school.

That condition 
has existed for some time. The government 
has not faced it nor prepared for it efficient- 
ly. The country should demand that proper, 
thorough preparation proceed without de- 
lay. With green men to season and train, 
with horses and equipment, transport, and 
even ammunition to provide, there is ne¢ 
time to be lost. We may not need it. But 
we have no right to gamble with fate as we 
have been doing and are doing now. 


“TRUSTEES.” 

The labor press of the United States is 
making much of ea statement recently made 
by Mr. Schaffner of Hart, Schaffner & 
Marx before the federal commission on in- 
dustrial relations in Washington. The 
Hart, Schaffner & Marx firm has won na- 
tional prominence by the trade agreement it 
*has made with its 7,000 employés, an agree- 
ment which gives both the manufacturers 
and the workers peace with honor. 

In giving his and his corporation’s views 
on the labor problem, Mr. Schaffner had 
said: “I believe the officers of a corporation 
are trustees of the interests of all connected 
with the institution.” The labor papers of 
the country welcome this statement... They 
see in this broadminded utterance of a large 
employer of labor proof that a new era in 
the relationship between capital and labor is 
at hand, an era in which the human factor 
in industry will be taken more and more into 
consideration. 

Not only labor people but every citizen 
who has the peace and welfare of the coun- 
try at heart will find in this broad liberalism 
of certain employers relief from the gloom 
which such stubbornly contested strikes as 
those of West Virginia, Michigan, andWolo- 
rado have thrown over the nation.

The blatant demagogues who preach to 
working people the gospel of hatred against 
success are sowing the seeds of mischief, 
and the police are right in taking harsh 
measures for their suppression whenever 
they transcend the legitimate limits of free 
speech.

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_ LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


F the two little sons of the late King 
Leopold of Belgium the younger, upon 
whom he bestowed the title of Count 
Ravenstein and who is said to have 
been his favorite, has just died at the 

age of 7 in Paris at 154 Avenue des Champs 
Elysées, where he lived with his elder broth- 
er and his mother, the notorious Baroness 
Vaughan, who, when Leopold was on his 
deathbed, contracted with him an ecclesias- 
tical marriage that had no validity in the 
eyes of Belgian law. 

The funeral service took place in the 
church of St. Philippe du Roule last week, 
and afterward the little body was taken out 
for the burial to the churchyard of Arran- 
court, the parish church of the baroness’ 
chateau of Balincourt in the department of 
the Seine et Oise. 

This chateau has been for sale or lease 
for some time past without finding any one 
willing to take it. 

Little Count Ravenstein, who was af- 
flicted with a terrible stutter, also received 
_a coat of arms from his father, consisting of 
a shield d'argent and un corbeau sable au 
volleve. There was no suggestion of any of 
the heraldic devices of the reigning house of 
Belgium on the escutcheon.

When the late king created his younger 
son Count Ravenstein he at the same time 
bestowed the dukedom of Tervueren upon 
the elder child. These titles were not regis- 
tered at Brussels prior to Leopold's death. 
He had no authority to bestow them without 
the sanction of his ministers, and they de- 
clined to consent to the creation of any such 
dukedom, taking the ground that Tervueren 
had always been a royal dignity, associated 
with a royal castle. 

Leopold quarreled so violently with his 
ministers on the Subject that one of his 
premiers in the midst of a squabble about 
the matter dropped dead at his feet of heart 
disease. 

After the accession of King Albert to his 
uncle’s throne he effected a compromise with 
Baroness Vaughan by the terms of which 
the title of Duke of Tervueren was dropped 
and both boys were created in due form 
counts of Ravenstein. 

When Baroness Vaughan a year or so after 
Leopold's death married Durrieux, a former 
lieutenant of the French army, who had been 
her general factotum, he legally adopted the 
children by falsely declaring himself to be 
their father. This was rendered possibie by 
the fact that at the time of their birth in 
France they were registered as the sons of 
‘ Caroline Lacroix, Baroness Vaughan,”’ and 
“father unknown.” 

Caroline has since divorced Durrieux, but 
in law he still figures as the father of hertwo 
boys, although everybody knows that they 
really are the offspring of Leopold. 

It was because they were the offspring of 
Leopold that King Albert granted them the 
dignities of counts of Ravenstein. It may be 
recalled that King Leopold was wont always 
to use the name of Count Ravenstein when 
traveling incognito.

On his release he came to America and 
gave vent to his anger for the persecution to 
which he considered himself to have been 
subjected by abjuring his English national- 
ity. 

Sir Arthur was proud of his American citi- 
zenship, and in writing to his fellow mem- 
bers of the Travelers’ and of Brooks, two of 
the most prominent clubs in London, of which 


he retained his membership to the time of 
i 


his death, always begged that they should 
address him as “ Mr. Arthur Stepney,” since 
on becoming an American citizen he had 
*‘ dropped the baronetcy for good and all.” 

While on this side of the Atlantic he ob- 
tained a decree of divorce in the state of 
Idaho, with the object of venting his dis- 
pleasure on his wife for the snare which she 
had taken in establishing his mental unfit- 
ness for the guardianship of their daughter. 
But this divorce was never recognized by 
the English tribunals and was declared by 
them to be invalid. 

The widowed Lady Cowell-Stepney is con- 
nected with the Wadsworths of Geneseo, 
N. Y., and her elder sister is the mother of 
that Sir Bryan Leighton who volunteered 
for service under the American flag during

OUT OF CHICAGO 


Ruling of Commerce Body 
Will Reduce Roads’ Reve- 
nue $16,000,000. 


SOUTHERN POINTS BASIS, 


Expert Charges Lake Traffic Has 
Been Throttled by Land 
Carriers. 


{BY A STAFP CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘Washington, D. v., May 7.—[Special.}— 
The interstate commerce commission today 
handed down a decision reducing all rates 
from Chicago and other Illinois and middle 
western points to points south of the Ohio 
and Potomac rivers and east of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

The commission ruled that the railroads 
had made discriminatory rates against cer- 
tain cities in order to meet water competi- 
tion at other places. They were ordered 
to reduce the rates from Chicago to points 
on the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley rail- 
road because of undue discrimination. 


Other Rates Also to Be Cut. 

The rates from Chicago to. intermediate 
points in the solid south, which are higher 
than the rates from Chicago to gulf ports, 
where water competition has caused a re- 
duction, also were ruled discriminatory and 
erdered reduced. 

It is estimated the order will cause a de- 
crease in revenue to the carriers involved 
of approximately $16,000,000 a year. The de- 
_ Cision was handed down on an application of 
the carriers to maintain lower rates to the 
points where they faced water competition 
than to the intermediate points where there 
ig not water competition. 

By the decision the commission goes on 
record as not favoring the practice of the 
railroads of making one city pay for the 
business of another.

ASKS FREEDOM TO SAVE WIFE 


Attorney Hille: Begs Kersten to 
Clear Him of Contempt. 


BLAMES MAN “HIGHER UP.” 


Alleges Plot Against Him in Chinese 
Assault Case. 


Pleading that his wife is on the verge of 
nervous prostration, Attorney Charles F. 
Hille yesterday asked Judge Kersten to char 
him of contempt of court. 

“T have a life partner whose life has been 
shattered by this unwarranted attack on 
me,” Hille said. ‘“‘ She is in our home at this 
moment on the verge of prostration—waiting 
for this court's decision.” 

Hille was attorney for Lee Wing and Sam 
You Sieu in the robbery and assault cases 
against Joseph and Thomas Flannery and 
Thomas Sullivan. He told Judge Kersten 
his cliente, who were the complaining wit- 
nesses, had le{t town. The Chinese testified 
they were in town. 

‘This entire matter emanates not only 
from the Chinamen, but from a man higher 
up.”’ Hille said. 

“What do you men by a man higher up?” 
Judge Kersten asked. 

**I don't mean any individual,”’ the attor- 
ney responded, ‘“‘I mean my enemies. I 
haven't the proof yet to reveal this plot. I 
probably will be able to show the Chinamen 
were approached to testify to certain mat- 
ters.”

000,000 Bushels. 


KANSAS TO LEAD YIELD 


Uniformly High Conditions and 
Small Abandonment of Acreage 
Shown for All States. 
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NEBRASKA IN SECOND PLACE

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The largest crop of winter wheat ever 
grown is predicted by statistics announced 
yesterday by the department of agriculture. 
Indications are that the present erop will 
exceed by one-fifth the record yield of 1913 
and will be half again as large as that har~ 
vested in 1912. ; 

A year ago the government reports indi- 
cated a yield of 513,000,000 bushels and this 
was passed by 10,000,000 bushels at harvest 
time. This year 630,000,000 bushels are 
promised and conditions are far more favor- 
able. A large amount of rainfall has visited 
the wheat belt and the soil has absorbed so 
much moisture that only a record breaking 
drought between now and the latter part of 
June will inflict noticeable injury. 

Low Area Abandoned. 

The acreage abandoned during the winter 
because of unfavorable conditions amounted 
to only 8.1 per cent, an unusually low area. 
This leaves the area to be harvested a record 
one of 35,387,0W acres. 

Indications are that Kansas will lead all 
winter wheat states with a crop of 132,000,- 
000 bushels, or 45,500,000 bushels more thah 
last year.

Business Men Will Back Local 
Club in Promoting $500,- 
000 Enterprise.

HAYES OUTLINES PLANS. 


Committee Will Begin Search for 
Site at Once; Races May Be 
Held This Fall. 


BY REED L. PARKER. 

The Chicago Motor club's motor speedway 
to be built near Chicago has been financed. 
The plant will cost approximately $500,000. 
Practically all of this amount has been guar- 
anteed. Several wealthy Chicago business 
men will back the club. The club itself will 
act as the promoting organization. The 
names of the men financially interested will 
not be mace public at this time. 

This announcement, which insures Chicago 
a motor speedway, was made yesterday by 
the ways and means committee of the C. M. 
C. which had been appointed to sound the 
possibilities of erecting a plant. Members 
of this committee are Charles M. Hayes, pres- 
ident of the club; Ernest Beifeld of the Hotel 
Sherman company, who also is financially in- 
terested in White City, and Harry T. Hol- 
lingshead, president of the local agency for 
Stearns-Knight motor cars. 


Committee Accepts Terms. 

For more than two weeks the committee 
thas been digging into the project. Wednes- 
day it was given power to accept the propo- 
sition made by the backers. An agreement 
Was reached during a five hour session at 
the Hotel Sherman yesterday afternoon. 

The committee by its terms of agreement 
with the backers will begin immediately the 
search for a site. Hayes will take up the 
proposition of materials at once. Thecourse 
will be built either of brick or concrete. A 
conference with William Purington, presi- 
dent of a big brick company of Galesburg, 
‘has been arranged for Saturday. 

No definite date for beginning work has 
been selected. It is hoped, according to mem- 
bers of the committee, that the construction 
will be finished in time to permit a fall meet 
equal in scope to that of the 500 mile race 
at Indianapolis on Memorial day. 


Other Sports Planned. 

The speedway will not be confined to motor 
racing. A stadium and aviation field is to 
occupy the parkway of the three mile track. 
Here it is planned to hold aviation meets, 

‘polo matches, and horse shows. It is not 
thought unlikely that athletic carnivals may 
be arranged. 

The track itself will be three miles in 
length. It will be modeled after that at 


Brooklands, England, which is located thirty-two 
miles from London. The Engiish track, now con- 
ceeded to be the fastest in the world, is three and 
,feven-tenth miles in length and has a concrete 
surface. Beifeld recently inspected the English 
track, and it is thought the ideas he gained there 
, will be incorporated in the Chicago plant. A 
number of features may be taken from the Indian- 
apolis speedway, although the Hoosier course is 
much slower than that at Brooklands, due to in- 
sufficient banking. The arrangements for specta- 
tors are far better at Indianapolis than at Brook- 
lands, and it is thought some of Carl Fisher's 
grand stands will be duplicated here. 


No Stock to Be Peddled. 


The feature of the C. M. C. plan which makes 
ft different from those heretofore proposed is that 
no stock will be sold. President Hayes, in com- 
menting on this feature, said yesterday: 

“* We want the public to understand now that 
this ts no stock jobbing, get-rich-quick propost- 
tion. The size of Chicago warrants the presump- 
tion that the erection of a speedway here will be 
a splendid investment. This is the attitude the 
men back of the plan have assumed. If Indian- 
apolis can play to more than $500,000 on every 
Memorial day, it seems certain to us that our 
plant can do far better. We won't have a second 
rate track. It will be the best in the workd. Our 
slogan wil! be ‘* The fastest course in the world,’’ 
and I know we can make good on it. 

“ Building will start as soon as our engineers 
have agreed on materials and a site has been se- 
lected. The money is assured. We are not en- 
“gaged in a stock promoting proposition. No pro- 
fessional promoters will be employed. If there is 
‘A profit it will go to the men who subscribed the 
funds. Only a limited amount of stock will be 
placed on the market, and that will be offered to 
members of the C. M. C. No promotion stock and 
no premotion commissions will be paid under any 
consideration.

In practice I used 
to throw the balls at his feet to the right 
and left of him in wide range, to see him 
stretch out and get those badly thrown balls 
and get back to the bag. I furthermore told 
him that he could revolutionize the whole 
position by making the first baseman as 
important a position in fielding the ‘all as 
the other positions, and that if he could not 
get back to the bag in time, either the sec- 
ond baseman or the pitcher should cover it.’’ 
‘ “With two weeks to play and four 
games in the lead of the other clubs, Mr. 
Von der Ahe tried to interfere with me in 
the running of my team. I would not toler- 
ate it, and the result was that I resigned 
my position. It was evident by my action 
that I was more for the glory of winning a 
championship than for the money that was in 
it, or I would have remained and taken the 
kick tn the back and got my salary. I have
